ROW OVER FRENCH 
TENNIS CHAMP 


Manager of Mile. Lenglen on 
Trip to America, Resigns 
From Federation. 


Paris, Nov. 30—The French Lawn 
Tennis Federation yesterday accepted 
the resignation of Captain Albert R. 
De Joannis as a member and as vice 
president of that organization. 
The 
resignation 
of Captain 
De Joannis, 
who was manager for Mile. Suzanne 
Lenglen, French woman tennis cham­ 
pion, on her trip to America last sum­ 
mer, was tendered last Sunday in pro­ 
test against the federation’s condem­ 
nation of the 
United States Lawn 
Tennis association for unjustified com­ 
mentaries upon the sporting spirit of 
Mile. Lenglen. 
Accompanying the federation’s ac­ 
ceptance of the resignation was a res­ 
olution stating that the French organ­ 
ization had “no quarrel .with the Unit­ 
ed States Lawn 
Tennis association, 
but objected to the unmeasured term^ 
of the 
highest official 
of American 
tennis branding Mile. Lenglen 
as a 
quitter." 
“ With all due respect to the United 
States Lawn Tennis association," said 
President Wallet, of the French fed­ 
eration todays “we could not pass un­ 
noticed the letter written by its high­ 
est officer openly charging Mile. Leng. 
ten with ‘feigning illness.*” 
“ In the face of 
certificates 
from 
three doctors, one American and two 
French,” the official continued , “we 
felt that Mile. 
Lenglen had a good 
casa and was physically unfit to play. 
We blamed the manager for remain­ 
ing in America when he was convinced 
that Mile. Lenglen’s condition 
w'as 
unfit for her to make her best efforts, 
and we blamed the American associ­ 
ation for expressing 
the judgment 
that she was playing comedy. 
Terms Tiki Severe 
“We blamed Mile. I/onglen for lack 
of sportsmanship, but the American 
tennis officials’ terms were considered 
too severe. 
We stand by a commun­ 
ique 
given out to the 
press by the 
American committee for devastated 
France, 
published in the 
American 
Lawn Tennis Journal on September 
15, which recognized that Mile. I^eng- 
fen was unfit to play.*’

“ I predict that within 20 years the 
Blue Ridge country will be the center 
of apple-producing in America, pro­ 
vided it is organized for eo-operative 
packing and marketing as a unit,” de­ 
clared 
Dr. S. 
W. Fletcher of 
the 
Pennsylvania Agricultural College in 
an 
address 
before 
the 
Frederick 
County Fruit-Growers and F anners’ 
Association at Winchester. 


Dr. 
Fletcher has 
made a careful 
study of this entire apple belt. In the 
summer of 1920, he made an extensive 
survey of the orchards in this county. 
He alluded to the “Blue Ridge coun­ 
try ” as those portions of 
Virginia, 
West Virginia, Maryland and Penn­ 
sylvania in which apples are grown 
commercially, or what the Govern­ 
ment 
refers to as the 
Shenandoah- 
Cumberland district. 
The State of Washington, he said, 
had advanced to second place in 
the 
number of trees and first in produc­ 
tion this year. The apple industry in 
Washington has reached its peak. The 
census of 1920 will place it below New 
York, Virginia and Pennsylvania, be­ 
cause the enterprise is more specula­ 
tive 
there than 
here. 
Meanwhile, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, M aryland«nd 
West Virginia have continued to plant 
in a conservative manner. The pres­ 
ent rank in number of hearing apple 
trees is: New York, 9,626,698; Wash­ 
ington, 7,964,167; Virginia, 7 ,385,277, 
and 
Pennsylvania, 
6,981,128. 
The 
rank in number of trees not yet of 


bearing age, however, is quite dif­ 
ferent. 
In another decade, or two at 
the most, either Virginia or Pennsyl­ 
vania will wrest the .leadership from 
New York.
